present year.

rapid as conservative estimates had sug 
gested, It is perhaps as rapid as would 
be safe under normal conditions

In our grandmother's time it was immodest for a woman to display 
so much as her ankle. Now it is not immodest to wear a knee-length skirt 
hecause it is the custom and no one notices a woman's legs any more 
than they do her arms, 


Also, in our grandmother's time it was immodest to discuss many topics 
that are subjects of casual conversation nowadays. In fact, we should con- 
sider anybody to be immodest and have a dirty mind who was shocked at 
the mention of many matters that we take as the commonplaces of life | 

True modesty, which is neither ancient nor modern, but a charac- 
teristic of all times, consists in a delicacy of fecting, a fine regard for 
one’s conduct, a due appreciation of the customs that prevail in one's 
environment, and an almost religious reverence for the sanctity of one's 
body, 


Therefore, a modest woman will dress herself according to the fashions 
hour, but without going to extremes or unduly exploiting her physical 
charms, She will conduct herself quietly and so as not to provoke the cen- 
ure of her neighbors.

legislative buildings on Friday morn- 


Ing at which point they arrived at 
11:30 o'clock, They had made a 
simular march just a week before 


On arrival at the buildings the men 
were greeted by Inspector Duncan, in 
charge of the Criminal Investigation 
Bureau, A.P.P.; Constable Rathbone 
of the same department of the A.P.P 
and several other members of the 
AP.P. both in uniform and in plain | 
clothes 

The 


spokesman for the unemployed 
stated to Inspector Duncan that an 
Interview was sought with the gov- 
ernment in respect to the situation 
Replying on instructions from In- 
spector Duncan, Constable Rathbone 
stated that the government, through 
Walter Smitten, labor commissioner 
was willing and ready .to interview a 
delegation appointed by the men 
Mr, Smitten, however, was not de- 
sirous of granting any interview aris- 
ing out of such a parade as had been 
formed and marched to the buildings 
The government was aware of the 
unemployment condition and the men 
parading could do no good and would 


more vividly impress upon the gov- 
ernment a fact of which they were} 


already fully aware 

The men received Constable's Rath- | 
bone’s pronouncements ;5 satisfactory 
and immediately marched away in 


good order on receiving assurances 
that Mr. Smitten would interview 
their accredited representatives on 
Friday afternoon 

The parade reached the buildings 
by way of going west o Jasper to 
107 street and then south to the 
buildings. The return trip was made 


north on 109 street to Jasper and then 
east

CANADA MAKING 
NEW RULES FOR 
SALE OF DRUGS 


Special Regulations to be 
Enforced Dealing With 


Opium and Narcotics 
Ry THOMAS WAYLING 
Staff Correspondent of The Bulletin 


OTTAWA, duly 13.—'The sale ot 
drugs in Canada is to be still more 
rigidly supervised New regulations 
dealing with the manufacture, sale 
and distribution of drugs have been 


promulgated and the opium and nar- 


cotic drugs act has been revised and 
consolidated 

There is a section to the act which 
pecifies the narcotic drugs and a 
license must hereafter be obtained to 
import or export such drugs A $5 
license fee will be charged for each 
license for each drug except where the 
value does not exceed $25. A fee of 


$25 will be charged for a license for a 
manufacturer or dealer other than the 
retail druggist to manufacture, dis 
tribute or sell any drug, the license for 
a druggist to be $5. All liecnses are 
subject to cancellation at the discre- 
tion of the Minister of Health 

The lecense for the import and ex 
yort shall be good for the particular 
hipment covered by the license. The 


other licenses will be good for on 
year, commencing January 1 

Any drug in the schedule may be 
imported or entered at St, John, Hali- 
fax, Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa, King- 
ston, ‘Toronto, Hamilton, Windsor, 
Walkerville, London, Winnipeg, Re- 
gina, Calgary, Vancouver, or Victoria 


It will be unlawful to bring such druys 


in by any other port 
Raw opium or similar drugs shail 
be securely sealed so it cannot be 


opened in transit without the seals be- 
ing broken and all dealings in such 
drugs must be kept in a written record 
of them, Every retail druggist must 
keep a book record of every purchase 
and sale with the name and address 
of the seller or recipient 

Every authorized and practising 
physician, veterinary surgeon or den- 
tist shall, on request, furnish the Min- 
ister of Health with any information 
which may be required in respect of 
any of the drugs mentioned in the act 
received, dispensed, prescribed, given 
away, sold or distributed by them,

let valve to leak fuel when tt should 
be shut tight and so resulting in many 
other difficulties that might never be 
attributed to the gum in gasoline

those of the L-head type. The reason 
is that the overhead-valve construc- 
tion allows the gum te run down the 
Valve stem and collect on the under 
side of the valve head, sometimes 
running down into 
chamber: 

In the case of the L-head construc 
tion, where the valves do not hang 
dows, the gum would stick quicker 
than in the overhead type. The over- 
head engine, however, is not immune 
to gume-sticking valves. Sometimes 
the inlet valve in the latter type en- 
gine may be held open by the«gum 
running over the valve seat

in L-head engines than in those with 
overhead valves
